Governor Proposes 1973 Budget 
Expenditures of $6.04 Billion 


(Related Story on Page 2) 

Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie yes- 
terday unveiled budget propos- 
als that call for state expendi- 
tures of $6,040 million in the 
coming fiscal year. 

Addressing a joint session of 
the General Assembly, Ogilvie 
declared: 

“The budget IT am recom- 
mending to you is a tight budg- 
et... a sound budget... a 
balanced and progressive budg- 
et constructed to address the 
need? of all the people of Mili- 
nois. 

“The budget calls for ne new 
taxes — and let me repeat: I 
am opposed to any increase in 
any taxes.” 

Repeatedly referring. to the 
state income tax enacted in 
1969, Ogilvie said it has made 
possible many vital commit- 
ments, including a new proposal 
to provide $16 million for prop- 
erty tax relief next year for 
elderly homeowners and rent- 
ers, He continued: z 

“We are able to do this — 
without raising taxes and with” 
expanded support for vital hu- 
man services — because of the 
foresight and courage of the 
men and women of the 76th 
General Assembly who. passed 
the income tax.” 

Tax, Rental Retief 

Ogilvie. said senior citizens 
will qualify for grants when 
their. property taxes or rents 
exceed specified levels com- 
pared to their incomes. He 
continued: 

“For many persons, this re- 
lief will make it possible for 
them to remain in their own 
homes and apartments in their 
own communiti 

“This program is but one’ of 
the steps that we must take to 
enhance the ability of older 
persons to lead fuller lives.”” 

The governor warned legisla- 
tors that further tax reform 
will take “vision and determi- 
nation” and will be “difficult 
and often painful.” He said: 

“Tax reform takes more 


than an announcement or the 
introduction of a bill, It cannot 
be completed ji one or two leg- 
islative sessions, 

“And if you are honest in 
your efforts, you cannot be all 
things to all) men. You must 
face the pain of the changes 
that have to be made, 

“Many of you have been do- 
ing exactly this for three years 
—with impressive results.” 

More Relief Needed _ 

Ogilvie also put major em- 
hasis on the meed to enact per- 
sonal property. tax relief for 
farmers — with accompanying 
state aid to local tax relief 
bodies — and to the tax reform 
aspects of long-term financing. 
He declared: 

“Prudent bond. financing for 
capital improvements . . . is 
tax ‘reform in a real sense be. 
cause it calls.on future taxpay- 

for their fair share 


debt and 
sound ‘management, he said, 
quality state bonds for interest 
rates less thah “the far higher 
costs of delay due to spiraling 
construction and land costs.” 
He continued: 
“You will be challenged 
again to reject the glib and 
short-sighted suggestion that 
major long-term projects can 
be financed on an immediate 
cash basis — that we can re- 
sponsibly meet the needs of 
today and tomorrow with such 
a narrow, halting approach, 
“The people know better, 
With such a. philosophy, vir 
tually nobody could buy a 
home, or own a farm and the 
equipment to run it, or build 
a new plant or a new school.” 
Ogilvie's proposed spending 
figure of $6,040 million includes 
$569 million from bond pro- 
ceeds. 
Total appropriations—the ceil- 
ing authority>on all spending— 


are $7,456 million, up nearly ” 


12%, over comparable _ fiscal 
1972 authorizations, and in- 
clude capital costs to be ex- 


panded over several fiscal 


years, 

Total proopsed spending is 
up 13% to the $6,040 million fig- 
ure. The difference between 
this total and the appropriations 
total is caused mainly by the 
need to provide full appropria- 
tions for capital projects, even 
though the money will be spent 
during several fiscal years, 

Agency operations spending 
estimates show the lowest rate 
of increase—5%—while grants 
or passthrough programs for 
schools, welfare, anti-pollution 
and transportation are up 20%. 
Capital spending proposals are 
up 10%, % 

On the revenue side, which 
also totals $6,040 million, fed- 
eral aid in all forms is the 
largest single source — $1,454 
million, supplying 24% of the 
support for Ogilvie’s expendi- 
ture proposals. 

Education at all levels will 
take 34.3%, of all expected rev- 
enue, health care and social 
services 19.1%, transportation 
16.4%, income sipport for the 
indigent 15.5%, and general 
government 8.5%, 

The largest single increase 
in department or agency appro- 
priation totals is for public aid, 
up $232 million over estimated 
fiscal 1972 spending to a total 
of $1,451 million for fiscal 1973.

Council Seeks Solution to 
Treatment Plan Stalemate 


Acting on a warning by its en- 
gineers that design work onthe 
y's $15.3 million secondary 
vage treatment plant might 
spended unless action was 
taken on procedural problems, 
the Granite City Council sought 
Monday night’ to resolve a 
stalemate as to who will be re- 
sponsible for administration of 
the program.

The mayor has 
said he will have nothing to do 
with administration of — the 
treatment program. Nonn 
claims he has no authority to

gram. 

As a result of these difficul- 
ties, the M.W. engineering firm 
told the city council by letter 
Monday night that the contro- 
versy is delaying progress on 
the treatment project.

“We are writing this letter 
to call your attention to a 
stalemate on city action rela- 
tive to the design work for the 
pollution plant changes and ad- 
ditions, At your last meeting 
(Feb, 21) our letter of Feb, 17 
‘was read and a motion passed 


to proceed. Since that time we 
have received concurrence 
from the public engineer for 
Granite City in the necessity 
for our outlined program of 
soil exploration. 

Met With Mayor 
meeting with Mayor 
Partney on Friday, and’ with 
the chairman of the Pollution 
Plant Committee, Walter Nonn, 
on Saturday, neither party will 
approve this soils exploration 
contract with Raymond Inter- 
national, Inc., or sign warrants 
for engineering fees approved 
and due, 

“The assignment of this au- 
thority by the mayor was 0+ 
sioned by council action not re- 
lated to the design work or 
M.W., Inc. and in the absence 
of the chairman of the Pollu- 
tion Plant Committee. We re- 
quest written instructions ad- 
vising us who is the responsible 
party who will act for the city 
of Granite City in carrying out 
our contract. 

“It this stalemate. is not re 
solved rather quickly... M.W., 
Inc. will be forced to suspend

Alderman Noun persisted 
Monday night in his refusal to 
sign checks or documents for 
the treatment: program,

Nonn remarked. “The 
is bonded to perform this sort 
of service.

Will Pay Fees 

Mayor Partney said after the 
meeting, however, that he will 
sign the check for the engineer 
ing fees due the M.W. firm, 
and indicated he will execute 
other ‘documents “so long as 
the money is available and set 
up in a legal fund.” 

The mayor said his refusal 
to sign checks in the past was 
based on the absence of a fund 
for such expenditures. He main- 
tained it is not legal procedure 
to draw expenditures for the 
treatment plant project directly 
against other aggpunts without 
first transferrit the money 
into a special fund. 

Council members Monday 
night also referred to the city 
attorney for’ inspection a con- 
tract for Horace Calvo, Granite 
City attorney who has been ap- 
pointed by the council, over the 
mayor's protest, as bond attor- 
ney for the treatment program. 
The city plans to issue $3 mil- 
lion in revenue bonds to finance 
initial construction work on the 
treatment facilities and inter- 
ceptor sewers.

Survey Results 

Pregnancies among girts in 
junior and senior high schools 
in Ulinois increased by nearly 
10% in the single year-of 196)- 
70. 


A study completed by the 
office of State School Super 
intendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Michael J, Bakalis indt- 
cates that in the last full 
school year, 4,300 girls be- 
came pregnant—though the 
statistical expert who com- 
piled the report estimates 
that the real total is prob- 
ably at least double that 
figure. 

Chicago schools were not in- 
cluded in the survey. 

The report also shows that 
more pregnancies occur in 
large schools. than in small 
ones, that the rate is higher in 
rural than in urban areas, and 
that, percentage-wise, fewer 
girls are dropping out of school 
when they became pregnant. 

1,285 Schools R 

In compiling statistics for the 
survey, officials noted that usa- 
ble results. were retumed by 
approximately 80%, or 1,285 
schools, which reported 368,04 
female students enrolled be- 
tween grades and 12, 

These schools reported 2,945 
pregnancies in the 1969-70 school 
year and 3,421 for the 70-71 
year. 

Projected to a full 100% of 
the schools, the figure would be 
nearly 4,300 pregnacies _ last 
year, officials said, adding that 
there is a traditional tendency 
among schooladministrators to 
be overly conservative in deal- 
ing with the situation. 

This aspect makes Dr. James 
Howard of the research and de- 
velopment division of the state 
superintendent's office believe 
that the figures probably are 
less than 50% of the actual 
number of cases.

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Downtown St, Lovis Airport Stand Was Much 
Sounder Than the St. Louis Chamber Report 


Federal officials have some new and signi 
ficant food! for thought regarding the public's 
attitude toward construction of a major new 
airport to sérve the bi-state St. Louis metropoli 
tan area, 

Downtown St. Louis, Inc. directors last 
week reaffirmed the organization's stand of two 
years ago favoring an Illinois location for a sec- 
ond regional airport; the’ first, Lambert, is situ- 
ated in Missouri and cannot be expanded enough 
to meet the St. Louis region's air traffic needs. 

A few politicians and businessmen have 
been trying to give the impression that St, Louis 
and especially St. Louis County residents are 
opposed to locating the new airport at Water- 
loo-Columbia, Ill, But new perspective was pro: 
vided by the |7-to-3 Downtown St. Louis vote 
favoring Hlinois, since three-fourths of the board 
members are residents of St. Louis County, 

The thorough study culminating in over 
whelming support for an Illinois airport con- 
trasted sharply with that of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Metropolitan St. Louis. 

Although its aviation committee had gone 
through the motions of listening to both sides of 
the issue, the St. Louis Chamber was guided pri- 
marily by voting among its general member- 
ship—after presenting the question in,a wey 
that left much to be desired—and without pro- 
viding balanced, detailed background informa 
tion to the members. 

The refreshingly different procedure fol 
lowed by Downtown St. Louis included long 
and exhaustive study by the entire board of 
directors, including five meetings in recent 
months and a direct review of the “pros” and 
“eons” by Administrator John H. Shaffer of the 
Federal Aviation Administration. , 

Judging by the geographic spread of its 
home and Business addresses and the manner 
in which it made its evaluation, it seems appar- 
ent that Downtown St. Louis was able to give 
a far sounder and more representative opinion 
on the airport proposal than the shallow, slip 
shod action by the St. Louis Chamber.

Its northern terminus includes territory re- 
served for a future harbor to be developed by 
the Tri-City Port District. And the land to the 
east contains’ many thousands of acres of infla- 
tion-protected “manufacifring sites, saraigaesel 
reserved for industrial park development by rail- 
roads and utilities. 

The subject is brought to mind by an 
American Waterways Operators that 
another 68 plant facilities were attracted by 
waterside sites in the fourth quarter of 1971. 
Inchided in this total, production industries con- 
structed, expanded or announced plans to con- 
struct 26 terminals, docks and rves along 
commercially-navigable waterways for the han- 
dling of freight to and from barges and for ex- 
changes by water carriers and other modes of 
transportation. Forty-one of the grand total of 
68 reported investment expenditures aggregat- 
ing $1,210,740,000. - 

These developments brought to 1,682 the 
number of new terminal facilities which have 
been constructed along the nation’s 25,543 
miles of. waterways since 1952, an average of 
84 for each of the past 20 years. 

AWO President Braxton B. Carr said the 
fourth quarter statistics indicate solid and “sus- 
stained interest on the part of management to 
take advantage of low-cost barge transportation 
—averaging three mills per ton-mile—for han- 
dling bulk-loadiig commodities.” 


No Substitute for Adequate U, S. Defense; 
Russia Seeking ‘First Strike’ Capability’ 


Three principal opinions are presented each 
year by defense budget critics when Congress 
begins evaluating the budget, and 1972 has 
been no exception: * 

1, Delay providing new defenses until the 
Soviet Union makes clear what it will promise 
on arms limitation. 

2, The U, S. and Russia both have enough 
arms to destroy the world several times anyway, 
so why buy any more? 

3, Social programs should take the bulk of 
any new government revenues: because af the 
great need in this category. 

What needs to be kept in mind is that, re- 
gardless of what the Soviet promises, it is rap- 
idly adding military strength—even faster than 
the Defense Department had estimated. Defense 
Secretary Melvin Laird now is convinced that 
existing Russian programs will result in match- 
ing U.S. nuclear strength across the board and 
exceeding it in some highly dangerous respects. 

Admiral Thomas H. Moorer Jr., chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, adds that Russia 
will move ahead of America this summer in the 
total number of missiles and bombers with 
which it could launch’ a nuclear attack, As he 
points out, “The mere appearance of Soviet 
strategic. superiority could have a debilitating 
effect on our foreign policy and negotiating pos- 
ture. 

The people to whom we have entrusted 
U. S. security are telling us that there is no 
cheap or easy Way to assure our survival. Obvi- 
ously, Rus does not subscribe to the theory 
that it should see what the strategic arms talks 
produce before it sees to its defense needs. 

Russia not only could destroy the world 
today but is, by any ‘objective evaluation; en- 
deavoring to gain the ability to eliminate our 
missiles in the first salvo to preserve its own 
people and then dominate the world through 
brute strength. This effort is continuing, and on 
an accelerating basis—with an increasing pro- 
portion of its productive capacity devoted to 
the task rather than to social programs. 

In view of this unfortunate but nevertheless 
factual situation, all three arguments against 
providing an adequate U. S. national defense 
seem unjustified, 


‘Reluctant’ San Diego Now Going in High Gear for 1972 GOP Convention

san Diego — A city at first 
reluctant about playing host to 
the Republican National, Con- 
vention now is moving in high 
geat toward its opening day, 
Aug. 21. 

GOP convention arrangement 
committee officials, here to 
check the tempo of progress six 
months before C-Day, say most 
preparations are three months 
ahead of schedute, 

“Here is a city which never 
has hosted a national political 
convention, and yet in most 
categories its leaders are see- 
ing that things get done and 
done quickly,” says Dick Her 
man, vice-chairman of the GOP 
convention arrangements com- 
mittee, 

After an Inspection, Her- 
man said construction of the 
vast communications net- 
work required for the con- 
vention is moving ahead on 


time. 

So are the millions of dol- 
lars in new structures—ho- 
tels, parking areas, caucus 
rooms for delegations, etc. 
—which must be ready by 
August. 
Some work already is under- 

way to rejiggor the San Diego 
Sports Arena, scene of what the 
Republican leaders hope will be 
‘a dodtailed, three-day conven- 


ton, 

But construction is being han- 
dled so that sports and other 
events can be held there regt- 
larly. Arena operators made it 
clear they didn’t want their 
event calendar disrupted, with 
a consequent loss of revenue. 

Herman is pleasantly sur 
prised at the know-how dis- 
played convention host com- 
mittee ders here — Leon 
Parma, chairman, and Ron 
Fuller, executive director. 


“They're making thi move 
right along, and Lverseody is 

rating in a town we had 
believed was a little reluctant 


about this convention," Herman 


observes. 

Robert N. Gadbois, boss of 
the San Diego Convention and 
Visitors’ Bureau, thinks he has 
the answer. 

“The initial shock of being 
selected as a national political 
convention city provoked a 
great. deal of emotionalism 
here,’ he explains 

“In a conservative commu- 
nity like San Diego, that's un 
derstandable. There's a sub- 
stantial feeling of not wanting 
to grow any digger. 

“But after it no longer was a 
question of whether the conven- 
tion Is coming, people decided 
to make it the best convention 
the Republicans ever had." 

Yet, nothing is perfect, 
and there are a few set- 
backs bothering convention 
officials, none of them in- 
surmountable. 

The most troublesome 
‘ones are housing and police 
security. 

Herman there are 

12,500 rooms available 
for delegates, alternates, 
convention officials and 
staff members, news media 
and guests. 

The GOP housing commit- 
tee had asked for at least 
up to 16,000, 

“Tt would guess probably 
we're going to wind up with 
33,000 rooms’ or a little in ex: 
cess,” says Fuller. “I believe 
that number will be adequate. 

“In Miami Beach (scene of 
the 1968 GOP convention), they 
needed something less than 12,- 
000 hotel rooms. . 

“When you consider that our 
convention arena is going to 
have 3,000 to 4,000 less seats 
than the Miami Beach conven- 
tion hail, 1 think we have more 
than an adequate number of 
rooms available." 

More important than the 
number, in Fuller's view, is the 
fact. that nearly 12,000 of the 
rooms are within 12 minutes of 
the convention hall. 

‘As for convention security, 


the city applied to the Justice 
Department for $920, in fed- 
eral funds to help finance a 
$1,250,000 law enforcement and 
riot control program 

The department's 
forcement Assistance Adinin 
tration (LEAA) rejected this 
proposal and asked that it be 
scaled down. 

The city then came up with & 
figure of $537,500. All or most 
of this likely will be approved, 

LEAA granted nearly

An ordinance vacating re- 
maining sections of Amos and 
Manley avenues and an alley 
in Black 3 of Richmod Place 
for development of a $18, mil- 
lion shopping center complex 
in the Nameoki-Pontoon area 
was adopted on final passage 
by the Granite City Council 
Monday night.

Overcrowding Hampers Learning 
But SIU-SW Not Being Expanded 


Overcrowded classrooms, lab- 
oratories, offices and studios at 

outhern Illinois University 
Southwestern are causing un 
comfortable conditions and a 
poor learning atmosphere, SIU 
SW ‘officials said this week. 

Students, faculty and- staff 
say some of the overcrowding 
is so serious that adaptation is 
difficult and sometimes impos: 
sible. 

According to a 1970 Tli- 
nois stateway space sutvey, 
the Southwestern campus 
has the highest classroom 
space use of any senior pub- 
lic university, 

“Although we have an 
extremely beautiful cam- 
pus, there is a limit to our 
facilities,” University Pres- 
ident John S. Rendleman 
said. “The campus was 
built originally for 5,500 
students and we've had 
13,000 enrolled. 

“We simply have reached 
our capability in class- 
rooms and laboratories to 
meet that much enrollment, 
The crowded conditions, al- 
though economical in use of 
space, are nevertheless put- 
ting a limitation on the edu- 
cational opportunity and 
quality we can offer.”

“In realistic terms, this out 
come may be inevitable be- 
cause in the final analysis the 
essence of international politics 
is power, not morality. At the 
same tine, I believe that the 
Chinese people on Taiwan are 
entirely capable of determining

“Moreover, the Nixon-Chou 
communique is neither a treaty 
nor an intergovernmental agree- 
ment in the legal sense of the 
word, It is a document. with 
two separate statements and 
therefore not necessarily bind 
ing upon the parties."”

Standing tall on a small 
crowded | st Tim Weisberg 
took his audience by surprise 
and hetd them in a trancetike 
state for over an hour, 

Now if you're wondering who 
Tim Weisberg is, well, he's the 
young Southern California fuit- 
ist wi the 1970 Mon- 
terey Jazz Festival to the tune 
‘of rave reviews, 

He is also the fellow who re- 
cently released an album for 
A&M Records entitled “Tim 
Weisberg” which is truly a lis- 
tener's masterpiece that no ear 
can turn away from, 

Tim’s music is hard to de- 
scribe except that it closes the 
gap between jazz and pop, 
bringing a free-form fusion 
which is unique in itself, As a 
futist. extraordinary, he han- 
des his instruments with the 
fingers of a surgeon and pro- 
duces a sound that seems to 
linger in the air long after it's 
been played. 

His sidemen — Lynn Blessing 
‘on vides, piano and organ, Art 
Johnson on guitar, Dave Partato 
on bass and Pete Magadini 
Deating on percussion — add 
much to the favor of both live 
performances and to their 
album, 

Master Musicians 

Atthough each musician ts & 
master in his own right, the 
group never seems to overpow- 
er one another, as do many 
‘other groups found today. In- 
stead they complement each 
other In a way mat tends to

alive, 

Tn order to get the lilting and 
mystical sounds he wants, 
Weisberg has his group pay on 
all amplified instruments, His 
flute, the Bass flute (which 
Tooks like ‘2 piece of plumbing) 
and his alto flute are also am 
plified, plus he uses an impact 
pereussion synthesirer, a re 
recording echo to implement his 
flute and on several eccasions 
he uses a deer can filled with, 
well who knows, he diin't say.

U.S. Withholding 
Tables Revised 
For 1972 Year 


Under the Revenue Act of 
1971, the withholding tables 
have Been adjusted to make the 
amount of tax withheld from 
paychecks for 1972 more closely 
match tax liability for the year. 

Jay G. Philpott, district direc~ 

tor for central and southern 
Minois, urged all wage eamers 
to check the amount of Federal 
tax withheld and adjust it if 
necessary to avoid under or 
overcwithholding. Most taxpay+ 
ers probably found more Fed- 
eral income tax being withheld 
after Jan, 16 this year than the 
had anticipated due to the new 
Revenue Act. 
“Th the past, Mr. Philpott said, 
many taxpayers have been 
claiming fewer exemptions than 
they were entitled to in order 
to avoid paying additional tax 
at the end of the year. These 
persons, by filing a new With- 
holding Exemption Certificate, 
Form W- with their employer, 
may now claim all the exemp- 
tions and special allowances to 
which they are entitled.

Property owners who are &

Barton said that thus far his 
office has received 1,086 renew- 
als of exemption applications, 
compared to a total of about 
1,400 that were filed when the 
program was initiated in 1970. 


This means that approximate- 
ly 300 property owners have not 
yet renewed their applications, 
A deadline of March 31 has 
been set for filing exemption 
forms, bat Barton said the 
forms should be filled out as 
soon as possible so that they 
may be sent to the Madison 
County Board of Review. 

The applications are for the 
1972 tax year for which proper.

By Lack of Big 
‘Debate’ Crowd

Springfield — Good publicity, 
but poor crowds. 

‘That so far has been the re- 
action to walking Dan Walker's 
tape-recorded “debates? with 
Lt. Gov, Paul Simon in the 
Democrat gubernatorial _ pri- 
mary campaign. : 

: The failure to draw sizable 

‘urnouts in his swings th h 
Downstate cities fag the "main 
reason for Statehouse skepti- 
cism that Walker is a serious 
threat to the organization- 
backed Simon, 

Walker's reception at a 
Springfield motel appears to be 
typical of what he is encounter 
ing everywhere, There were at 
best 40 persons present at the 
mid-morning session ih the mo- 
tel conference room, 

About half of these were ob- 
viously from the news media- 
newspaper reporters and col 
umnists, photographers, televi 
sion cameramen, broadcasters 
and recording people from the 
radio stations, 

The general audience was 
scarcely 20 and seemed to 
be made up chiefly of stu- 
dents from a not-too-distant 
junior college and Sanga- 
mon State University. As 
the professional politicians 
say, it was lucky if there 
were 10 votes in the crowd. 
This is too bad as far as 

Walked is concerned because 
he carries off the ‘debate’ in 
good form, A large picture of 
a smiling Simon peers down at 
a chair, empty except for an 
impersonal recording broadcast: 
ing device. 

A pretty girl served as “‘mod- 
erator” and described the is- 
sues on which taped comments 
for Simon were forthcoming. 

A slight, humming delay that 
preceded the Simon voice 
transmitted some feeling of 
doubt and hesitation while 
Walker, a fairly handsome and 
impressive man, sat thoughtful- 
ly on a nearby chair presum 
ably pondering the pity of it 
all, 

Where Walker appears to 
hit Simon the hardest with 
his own taped words is in 
the Paul Powell affair. 

This recording is taken 
from an early joint appear 
ance of the two on a Chi- 
cago radio station when 
Walker pushed Simon verb- 
ally off-baince by question- 
ing why, he did not reveal 
his knowledge of the Powell 


had been told by the late 

secretary’s lawyer, John 

Rendleman, two months in 

advance of newspaper rev- 

elation. 

Stmon's reply that “I didn’t 
even tell my wife” until he had 
an opportunity to discuss the 
matter with Republican Attor 
ney General William J. Scott, is 
effeatively punctured by Walk- 
er who comments, “Why then 
did he tell Gene Callahan?” 

The ebullient Callahan, a top 
Simon aide, is well-known to 
Springfield press people and the 
reference had a touch of hu 
mor about it, But elsewhere in 
the state it is possible that 
Walker might convey a picture 
of sinister political intrigue of 
the smoke-filled room variety 

In the same joint appearance, 
Simon also stumbled in) at- 
tempting to counter Walker in- 
terrogation as to why he ac- 
cepted’ endorsement of the 
Democratic organization slate- 
makers, who included several 
persons under investigation 
the racetrack-stock matt 

Walker scores less well 
on more basic issues such 
as taxes and education, But 
most professionats belleve 
elections are decided much 
more on emotions than |s- 
sues and logic. 

To have any chance of wit: 
ning, Walker is going to have 
to find a way to attract bigger 
audiences to his “debates.” 

He also appears woefully 
weak in the matter of organiza 
tion, especially since on election 
day Simon will have the benefit 
of Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley’s massive machine, plus 
an army of Downstate precinct 
committeemen. 

Simon undoubtedly was wise 
in scuttling the person-to-per- 
son debate overtures. He prob- 
ably has little to worry about in 
the primary as long as that re- 
corder continues to play to al 


most empty halls.
